And whereas by an agreement between the Com- 
mittees of the Councils of said Corporations, which agreement 
was ratified by the arbitrators and made an award it was 
decided that the sum of Six Thousand Five Hundred Dollars 
shall be paid to the Tillsonburg and Courtland Gravel Road 
Company for the abolition of the tolls upon said road. 


~ And whereas it has been agreed between the Com- 
mittees of the Councils of the said Corporations that the 
amount required for the purchase of said Toll Roads shall be 
contributed by each Corporations pro rata, according to the 
mileage of said roads in each County. 


And whereas under the said awards and agreement it 
will require the sum of Eignt Thousand Dollars to complete 
said purchase and to pay costs incurred therewith. 


Be it therefore enacted by the Council of the Corpora- 
tion of Narfolk in Council assembled.

Bank, or from some other chartered Bank having an office in 
the Countyof Norfolk, the sum of Eight Thousand Dollars, for 
the payments to be made to said Road Companies, and the 
costs incurred in said purchase.

And the By-Law passed and is as follows :— 
BY-LAW NO. 346. 


A By-Law to authorize the Warden and Treasurer to 
borrow the sum of $11,117.00 to complete the purchase of 
certain toll roads and for other purposes and to issue deben- 
tures for the same. 


Whereas the Arbitrators appointed to determine the 
amount to be paid by the Corporations of the Counties of 
Oxford and Norfolk under the provisions of the Toll Roads 
Expropriaticn Act 1901 and amendments thereto to the In- 
gersoll and Port Burwell Road Company, and to the Tillson- 
burg and Courtland Gravel Road Company have awarded to 
said Companies the sum of Seventeen Thousand dollars and 
six thousand five hundred dollars respectively. 


And whereas it has been agreed between the Councils 
of said Corporations that the amounts required for the pur- 
chase of said Toll roads shall be contributed by each corpora 
tion pro rata, according to the number of miles of said road 
in each County. 


And Whereas the amount required to be raised by the 
Corporation of the County of Norfolk to complete the pur- 
chase of said roads is the sum of Seven Thousand seven 
hundred and thirty one dollars. 
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And whereas it is desirable to pay to the municipali- 
ties hereinafter mentioned which are not materially or are only 
slightly benefitted by the purchase of said roads the sums 
hereinafter set opposite their respective names as a partial 
equivalent for the amount which said municipalities will be 
required to pay towards such purchase. 


And whereas it will require for the payment of said 
bonuses, the sum of three thousand three hundred and eighty 
six dollars. 


And whereas it will require the sum of $367.22 dollars 
to pay the interest on the amounts so required for the pur- 
chase of said Toll roads and the payment of said bonuses. 


And whereas By-Law No. 344 of this council was 
passed before it was decided to pay such bonuses and did not 
provide for such payment and it 1s desirable that said By-Law 
be repealed. 


And whereas it is desirable that authority be given to 
issue debentures for and borrow the said sums of Seven 
thousand seven hundred and thirty one dollars, and three 
thousand three hundred and eighty six dollars and the said 
interest. 


And whereas the total amount required to be raised 
annually by special rate during the currency of said deben- 
tures for paying the said debt and interest is the sum of 
$11484.27, whereof $367.22, is to be raised annually for the 
payment of interest. 


And whereas the amount of the whole rateable pro- 
perty of the County of Norfolk according to the last revised 
and equalized assessment roll thereof is $12.885.000. 


And whereas there is no existing debenture debt of 
the said municipality. 


Be it therefore enacted by the Council of the Municipal 
Corporation of the County of Norfolk in Council assembled. 


(1) That By-Law No. 344 be and the same is hereby 
repealed. 
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(2) For the purpose of paying for the purchase of 
said toll roads, and the bonuses hereinafter granted deben- 
tures of the said County of Norfolk to the amount of $11.- 
117.00 as aforesaid shall be issued in sums of not less than 
$100.00 each on the twentieth day of Dec. 1904 each of which 
debentures shall be dated on the said 20th day of Dec. 1904 
and shall be payable on the 20th day of Dec. 1905, at the 
Molsons Bank in the town of Simcoe. 


(3) Each of said debentures shall be signed by the 
Warden of the County of Norfolk or by some other person 
authorized by By-Law to sign the same and also by the 
Treasurer thereof and the Clerk of the said County of Nor- 
folk shall attach thereto the Corporate seal of the Municipality. 


(4) The said debentures shall bear interest at the rate 
of 434 per centum per annum payable on the 20th day of 
December 1905. 


(5) During the year 1905 there shall be raised by 
special rate on all the rateable property in the said County of 
Norfolk the said sum of $367.22 for payment of interest and 
the said sum of $11.117.00 for the payment of the debt here- 
by secured. 


(6) The amount set opposite the name of each of the 
following municipalities shall be paid to such municipalities 
by way of bonus as a fair or partial equivalent for the amount 
which such muuicipality will be required to pay towards the 
purchase of said toll roads.
